where the Heads of Departments hold 
office for a fixed period of time, or sub 
ject to tho will end pleasure of the Gov- 
ernor for the time being. We have, 
howeret; ia ovr midst one at least who 
affects to believe, and is laboring to make 
othbre believe, that it would be not only 
anplitrintic bet a misfortune to tbe coun- 
try, if the present Administration should 
encouater any opposition whatever from 
the ple’s representatives when the 
Legislature is called together. To the 
Colonist has been sssigned the task of 
endeavoring to make it appear that to 
oppose the McCreight Cabinet is but to 
give rein to faction, retard the work of 
legislation, and thos ivflict injary upon 
the country at large. Such specie) 
pleading becomes the organ of a Gor- 
ernment whose head, tail and body con- 
sists of gentlemen of the legal profes- 
sion. What gocd reason can be given 
why there should not be an Opposition 
in the Legislature when is meets?

‘An act to 
Euslave the people of Aluska to Ovstruct the 
Fisheries, and to check the Devc'opment o 
the Northweat Const.” 
Act the inhabitants of St. Paul, St. George 
aud the a jacent islunds are strictly walled. in 
be'ng torbidden any intercourse with “the 
reat of mankind ;"" they are furced by aeces- 
sity to se.l thelr preducts to the Company 
and to receive such considerations in retura as 
this soulless monopoly may zee fit to give 
The obstructiuns which the Fur Company 
has iu former yeurs thrown iu the way of in- 
dividual traders and fishermen in those re- 
gions, are very wellknown The subsidized 
Federal officers in the intercsts of the Com- 
paoy have given much trouble to private en- 
terprises; several vessels have been seized, 
on very flimsy pretexts, and sent for trial to 
San Francisco. In every instance those ves- 
seis bave been liberated, and tLe masters and 
supercargoes exonerated by the Courts. 
Voyages bave thus been broken up, heavy 
losses have fallen upon humble adventurers, 
failures have followed, and peaceful com- 
merce has been seriously obstructed. Sev- 
eral suits for beavy damages are now pend- 
ing in the Courts on the North Pacific coast, 
against the revenue officers formerly serving 
on the const of Alaska. 

If tke visible or invisible treasures on the 
Northwest coast, or in the waters adjacent, 
are subject to the exprice of Congress, the 
acquisition of Alaska is of little value to our 
people; if Congress can thus barter the 
rich seal rookeries to a few favorites, 
it may, with an equal show of 
right, trade off the enornioas rich 
salmon fisheries in those waters ; if our na- 
tional representatives in Congress assembled 
can, in amy way, or for any consideration, 
lease any branch of industry in or- around 
Alaska, they can also grant away Cassius 
Ledge, Jeffrey's Bank, the Shoals of Georges, 
and all the most. valouble fisbing grounds ob 
the New England coast. The roiten. ™on- 
archies of Europe, loug kept together by the 
* cohesive power of public plunder,”’ have, 
by the prvatige of public opinion, been forced 
to withhold special privileges from any 
special class. The British Parliament, bait 
acentury ago, refused to renew the charter 
of the wealthy East India Company ; 4 few 
years ago they withbeld alt special privileges 
from the powertul Hudson's Kay Company; 
no class legislation has vassed that body for 
many years. © The despotic Government of 
Russia appears to bave caught the in- 
spiration of our duy and generation, and 
against the power and blundishments of the 
gr at Fur Company, sold out Alaska, root 
and branch, to our Government.

Laside of Paris in the Siege. 


A little book recently published in Paris, 
“Shut up in Paris,” gives « lively account of 
life in Paris during the siege of that city by 
the Prussians, and contains, probably, quite 
as much of the dismal story as most le 
will care to read. | The author is Mr. Nathao 
Sheppard, correspondent of the Cincinnati 
Gazelle.

A Court-room scene in Utah is described in 
a Salt Lake letter to the Chicago Tribune. 
The andience was’ in attendance at the trial 
of the Mormon Hawkins: 


There stand the ‘guilty fold, without. the 
bar of the Court (most of them looking as if 
they wanted a new razor and a square mesl), 
the Mormon rank and file. Grave and listen- 
ing, and so respectful aa to irritate the prose— 
cuting attorneys very muck (so that they 
wou'd like to make premeditated good 
behavior a conspiracy punishable by law); 
these Mormons, could they speak sloud, 
would a chorua profane and unintelligible as 
on the eve of \the miraculous Pentecost— 
Dane and Welshman, Norwegian and Finn, 
Westphalian and Belgian, hard, nasal 
Yankee add wide mouthed Northumbrian— 
lads* fom the collieries of Newcastle, the 
purlieus of London, and the mills of Brad- 
turd, they look uvon the United States, in s 
blue coat with a lead pencil in its band, as if 
it were the man of sin, and confined under 
the sane blandish sconce the peculiarities of 
Guy Fawkes and Judge Jeffreys. Simple 
people iv the main, who, with all their 
regard to the command to increase and 
multiply, feared the United States census- 
takers as partners in their perzecution, and 


cut dewn the returns of their population by 


sheer shysess from 130,000 to 86,000 odd. 
Docile people, as well, though not without 
the courage of the poor, so that when on the 
lute occasion of the great Methodist camp 
meciing Brigham said to them in the taber- 
nacle: ‘+1 want you all to go to this camp- 
meeting and listen to what is said!" they 
filled it to overflowing every day, but the 
mourners’ bench’ remained empty as a lion’s 
platter. Aod when, on one occasion only, 
ut some barangue upon polygamy, & matter 
arose over that great congregation, Brigham, 
himself present, stood up and waved his 
finger and the complaint hushed to utter 
peace. People also who dance and waltz 
between religious bencdictions, snd yet can 
isten for hours in ardent delight to dry dis- 
sertations and discussions in their taber- 
nacle, which might make anture snore in 
her processes. How infinite are the poesi- 
bilities of our nature when we reflect that 


these grave, unrebellious people, the waifs, 


and finding of all lands, many of them dig- 
nified in apparel and enltare, and steadily 
ascending the scale of comfort and posses- 
sions, bol. still with the tenacity of a 
moral purpose to the loose and spreading life 
of polygamy, preferring this fantastic repre- 
duction like the banyan's branches to the 
s raight and peaceful atl, of the European 
femily. I saw in the urt a Jew, lineal 
descendant of the old patriarchs whom these 
Mormons delight to exemplify. His. dark, 
shining eyes, aquiline beak and wavy 
coar:exess of b ir msde a strong contrast with 
those Sazon and Scandinavien. races, fair 
baired and highly colored, around him, He 
had marched down through two thougand 
years of wandering to accord with the cen- 
tary and Europe. And these Europeans had 
marched back six thousand years to resume 
the civilization the Jew had abandoned. 
What a feast for skepticism is this! But 
whoever looked closely could see the end o! 
all this near at band, unless fanned by irrita- 
tion ‘o fanaticism again. The weary faces, 
long and hollow, told of responsibilities too 
burdensome and of bodies overtazed. The 
bright lights which shine in the face of him 
who sabmits to the life and customs 
approved ey time and wisdom, were often 
darkened here. From the windows of tbe 
court, the rolling or serrated lines of moun 
tains, enfolding a valley lke the lawn of 
Paridise, scggested far different men and 
women, and # life boundary by fewer .neces- 
sities and wider opportunities for them all ; 
a life consonant with the literatures of all 
these people, consonant with Christian art, 
and promising a period of rest between labor 
and death. ;
